ponceful. 

Bveryone else falls into three other classes-~ dhuktis, 
muktis, and yoris, The bhuktis banker after material happiness 
and enjoyment. ‘These are the people who want to eat, drink, be 
merry and enjoy a life of the senses, There are different motes 
of enjoynent according to the body. and people are searching after 
‘gente enjoynent on this planet, on other planet: 
and everywhere. ‘The main objective of this pursuit is simply to 
gratify the senses. Such are the bhuktis, The next class, a 
Little more elevated, is the mukti class, those he. 


here, there, 


fatigued and frustrated by sense gratification, desire liberation 
from material amg entanglement. These salvationists, however, 
also have some desire-- ba bere to Hoot free from this material 
‘entanglement. The satis fare Shay searching after mystic 
perfection, There are eight kinds of mystic perfection which 


grant one the ability to become snaller than the smallest, 
nmaviest heavier than the heaviest, lighter than the lightest, 
ete.

power in this world, All of these are in material’ bondage in 
4ifferent ways, ‘Therefore a person who is Krishna conscious prays 
to the Lords "My dear Lord, when shall I be fully absorbed in Your 
thoughts or Your serra service? When shall ifsinply conscious of 
you and free fron all mental demands? Being absorbed in the thought 
of Krishna dum is not simply being absorbed in some abstract, 
concocted speculation, It is actual meditation on the Suprene 
Person that le indicated, By such meditation, all mental eansontiy

he de Liberated, Fears and anxieties exist because we do not know 
Krishna, the Suprene Lord, the Supreme fontrolier. Instead, we 
ascribe to other conceptions and are therefore always anxious, 

Yot there are many difficulties which arise when amp begin 
to take to Krishna consclousness. For example, Prahlada Naharaja, 
although five years old and p a pet child, found that his father 
decane his eneny and tried to kill him just because he was a devotee 


of the Lord's, This is the way of the worlds amt as soon as one 
Decones a devotes of the Lord, he finds so many obstacles presenting 
thenselves, But one should be assured that these obstacles will not 
de serious ee.

Yost people encounter difficulttes in their search for 
peace because they have failed to control their b minds. The 
nature of the mind is that in it is very flickering: it accepts 
sone things and rejects others, Consequently the mind is never 
at peace, One m minute we may decide to do samatin something, 


and at the next minute we may . the idea, In this way we 
try to de mattf satisfied by Le, any different paths of 
action. The principles of religion aim at controlling the mind. 
e Only in the human form of life can we take to these religious 
ptr principles, for in animal society there is no question of 
acting in accordance with religious ptinciple In Hinduism, 
Hohamn¥danisn, Sixhion, aue Ilen, christianity, ete., the basic 
principle of yoga, which is mind contro: can be found. 

Of all the senses, the mind is the most important. It 10 
the center of all senses, The body is thm a combination of 
‘ser . and if the mind is disturbed, the senses cannot act. If 
a man's mind is in disorder, a man is called mad because the man 


cannot use his senses xp properly. dle cannot think properly, 
feel properly, nor act properly. 

Sone hound years aco there was a great meeting of 
sages at Naingearanya, in India, ane Suta Goswami, who wa 
Presiding over the assembly, spoke to the great cages about 
satisfying the mind. He said that if we want to satisfy the mind 
and actually attain to peace, we will have to take to the 
‘transcendental process of Krishna consciousness. Hesentially 


‘this process is a process of rendering service. 
It 4s the nature of man, or his to serve. Service is 


aU 
not only characterietic of man but of all other Living entities as 
well, We often see aninals serving their oubs,or ante m serving 
their conmnity, or bees serving their kim hives-- that epirit of 
vice is characteristic of all, We render service either out of 


a sense of love or a sense of superiority, le one can clain that 
he does not serve aht anyone, We must be serving, and Lord 
Chaitanya Mahaprabhu points out that it is the prime duty of all 


Living entities to understand that their position is to zar serve 


God, That is our real = dharma, our real constitutional position, 
We are eternal servants of God, and therefore we cannot possibly 
ape rendering service, If we are = not serving God, we are 
rendering service to our personal sax selves, to our bodies, to 
our famili 
Liquidity is characteristic of vater, or sweetness is the 
characteristic of sugar, 90 service is the characteristic of the 
Living entity, It le the basic ingredient and cannot be taken 
away. In chemistry certain characteristics are understood to be 


to our society, community, or nation, Just 


Antrinale as far as certain chemicals are concerned, We have to 
understand that the Ns of service ie intrinsic for the Living 
entity. 

When the word gharne le translated into Enel ish, 6 it ie 
often described as a kind of faith, but in Sanskrit the word 
Ares does not mean that. Dharma refera to the inherent 
characteristic of a xem particular thing, wat which eannot be 
changed, A man's faith a can be changed-- today one can be a 
Hundu and tonmerow a Christian, The essential characteristic of 
service, however, cannot be changed. This mmx service is the perfect 
characteristic of the wess deine. It ie transcendental, not 
material, tee Transcendental refers to that which is beyond this 
naterisl conception, beyond the material enercy. In x Zhagavad

says that in general people are interested in four u kinds of

religious principles-- religisgsity, economic development, sens 
gratification and liberation, ud Generally people are 
interested in some material benefit. Why? They desire 


gratification. If we get material riches, we can satisfy our 
senses according to our desires, In this way there are different 
motives for rendering service. 


But transcendental service is devoid of such motives. Suta 


Coswami, the speaker of Srinad Bhacavatam, says that by executing 
transcendental service one can advance his natural love for God. 
Everyone has a natural love for God, and in the Chaitanya 
Sxpxexesecexrevencunenvaunctentarieeussexantesustastsngs

Ghaitamrita it is said that this love is everlasting. This 
transcendental love 1s not attained by practice, it is already 
were. Tt simply has to be cultivated, 

tn Bhagavad Gita it le stated that when e man becones 
addicted to something good, he gives up bad habite, For instance, 
a child sonetines plays very miscnéviously, but when he grows up 
he devotes hineelf to study, he reads and writes and 2 boss to 
school and becones sober ant gentle, A person cannot be taught 
things by force; it must de natural. In the Keisha Krishna 
consciousness novenent we have experienced that thousands of 
American and European boys and girls are taking to Krishna 
Dhakts, devotional service to Krishna, although four years ago 
‘they had never even heard the name of Krishna. Upon initiation 


inte the service of Krishna, they willingly gave up the practices 
of intoxication, muatexmmexting meat-cating, xexthhiner illicit 
sex, and gambling. Although they engaged in these practices

Krishna consciousness are being opened all over the world just to 
give people the chance to hear about Krishna, If we hear about 
Krishna, we can speak about him, and this process is called

speaking, deaeribing, or chanting, When n nen and wonen get 
together and glorify, chant or sing about Krishna, it is called 
gankirtana. Sankirtana is particularly appropriate for this age 
ane is advocated by Lore chaitanya wahaprabhu, 

In the Satya Yuga, a previous age characterized by longevity 
and piety, people could advance in spiritual consciousness by 
meditation, In this fallen age meditation is not easy, but it 
possible in Satya Yuga when people would live for 100,000 
years, Valmiki Muni, for example,neditated for 60,000 years and 


reached perfection. Of course in the present age this 4e not 
possible, Even if we lived for such a long tine, our minds are 
ve disturbed and we are engaged in so many impious activities that 
it le impossible to meditate, One or two great yogis may be able 
‘to meditate properly, but for the masses of people it is not 
possible, 

Meditation means concentration on Vishnu, not on something 


impersonal or ficticious, When yogis meditate, they fix their 


minds on Vishnu, the Supersoul expansion of the Lord. The Suprene 
Personality of Godhead lives in everyone's heart. We simply have 
to meditate upon Him to realize Him, and this meditation was very 
easily performed in the Satya Yuga. 

In the next millennium, Treta Yuga, the sane results were 
achieved by performing great eacrifices. In accordance with the 


Vedic injunctions for sacrifice, many tons of butter and grains 


were sacrificed to the fire. Obviously today no one has sufficient 


money to perform such sacrifices, and even Sf the genen were 
available there are no qualifies Ea ens to perform the 
sneritice, traditionally, the priests who executed the sucrifice 
wore tested to see whether they were qualified, me firet test 


was to 9 


whether or not the priest chanted the mantra perfectly. 
‘An aninal would be placed into the fire, and if the mantra were 
chanted perfectly, the animal would come out with a new life, 
Such a task cannot be performed today because there are no qualified 
brafginanas, nor age all the additionalgy paraphernalia available, 
In the following millennium, Dvapara vu Yuga, it was 
possible for temple worship to be performed perfectly, Today 
‘oven old temples are neglected: no one le taking care of then 
properly, The Christian churches and the temples and churches 
in England and America are now being sold because people are not 
taking care of them, People are gradually becoming atheistic 
An this age, and they have lost interest in going to the church 
or temple, therefore this process if not recommended in this age, 
The conclusion is that the process of sravanan kirtanan, 
hearing and chanting, aif particularly suitable for this age. 
Everyone can hear, and everyone an can chant. There is no 
difficulty. This can be done under any circumstance, at any 
time, amitxm in any condition of life, by anyone. This process 
of chanting Hare Krishna, Hare Krishna, Krishna Krishna, Hare 
Hare, Hare tre Rana, Hare Rana, Rana Rana, Hare Here was given 
to the world by Ars Lord Chaitanya Mahaprabhu,who descended on 
‘this earth specifically to give this process as the dharsa for 
this age, By meane of this process,purification of the senses 
n is easily achieved,and the attitude of service to the Suprene 
Ferconslity of Godhead Id is invoked. It is the most efficient 


means of realizing our constitutional position as servants of 


= he 
‘the Supreme. 

‘That process by which we can advance our understanding of our 
constitutions! rosition is to be known as the first clase religious 
Process, We are everlastingly servants of God, but unfortunately 
we have forgotten Him. We have forgotten our relationship with 
God as servants. As pointed out before, the attitude of service 
le there in everyone, but in material consciousness we are rendering 
service to our se to our family, societysete. In any case, the 
service spirit is there, but it is pervertedly reflected. Because 


wo are covered by gross and subtle material elenente, our spirit of 
service is being misused, Suta Goswami says that the spirit of 
service which is inherent in all of us can be perfectly realized 
when we come to the platform of rendering service to the Supreme 
lord, 

‘The method of rendering service is transmitted by the 
paranpara eysten, which passes knowledge down from master to 
disciple. The most efficient process for the perfection of all 
religious syate 


. the process by which our minds can be pacified, 
is this process of khaki yoea, the rendering of transcendental 
loving service to the Suprene Lord who is beyond the perception 


of our material sens,

means “beyond the perception of our material sens 


directly, eat, touch and mmx enell directly, but we cannot perceive 


God directly through these naterial sen: Because we cannot see 
God directly, we are not to assuse that He has no form. When Krishna 
was personally present on this planet, people saw His form. In 
addition, there are descriptions of Krishna's transcendental form 
given by Lord Brahma in the Rabea Samhita, In the beginning of
